Diagnosis of the ailm ents of retail 
business in com m unities such as G et­ 
tysburg and the cures prescribed for 
such affections w ere the high points 
of an address by J. W. G riest, m an­ 
ag er of the Retail M erchants’ In stitu te 
of Chicago, delivered to m em bers of 
the G ettysburg Cham ber of Commerce 
at the C ourt House, Monday evening. 
“ Retail business in tow ns the size 
cf G ettysburg, ” Mr. G riest declared, 
“ is 
being 
underm ined 
by 
m odern 
m ethods of tran sp o rtatio n and the cen­ 
tralization 
of 
m erchandise. 
These 
facto rs trend to centralize buying in 
largo city stores. 
These stores have 
all the advantages and none o f the 
disadvantages of the retail business 
in a sm all com m unity. 
“Towns are 
fundam entally retail 
centers for the country in which they 
are located. 
But city m erchants are 
now abb* to display th eir good* in the 
sm all com m unity in com petition wdth j am es 
tho retail m erchant there. 
This very 
fact places the retail merchant, in the 
sm all town a t a disadvantage. 
The 
m erchant across the street is no long­ 
er the com petitor of another retailer 
in the sam e town. 
The real com pe­ 
tition comes from the nearby city 
stores.” 


Mr. G riest then pointed to m odem 
m ethods of education in high schools 
and colleges which teach th e young 
m an or young wom an from th e sm all 
com m unity to leave th at town and go 
to tho city. 
“ E ducation,” the speaker 
asserted, “ is a good thing, but the 
young mch and young women m ust bo 
taught to appreciate potential values 
th a t m ay he unearthed in businesses in 
rm aJl towns. 
The present system of 
efhication is a train in g fo r men ami 
women to centralize in large, 
cities,
